The Mass Meetiny held in the 
Grand Theatre, Friday, Decetn- 
ber Ist, was well attended, 
and the Patriotic Fund reveiv- 
ed » splendid start. Several 
stirring speeches. were made 
which received good applause 
from {the audience.  Lieut- 
enant Stewart ot the Canadian 
Engineering Corps made a 
short speech, which included an 
outline of the class of men 
that are needed in his corps. 
Mr. A.J. Douglas, of Medicine 
Hat, gave a short talk in the 
interests of the fund. The Rev. 
T. Taylor, Sec.-treas of the Red- 
clitf Riding Branch ot the Can- 
adian Patriotic Fnnd, gave a 
short talk in which the organi- 
sation of the fund, and the 
manner in which the money re- 
ceived is handled, was fully ex- 
plained. Mr. Taylor made a 
strong appeal to those present 
for subscriptions. Mr. Harry 
W. Johnson, president of the 
Alderson branch of the fund, 
gave acrisp speech outlining 
the manner in which the funds 
are being raised in his district.

Conserving Livestock 


High Prices for Feed Should Not 


Result in Depletion of 
Animals 


That there is need of the “Produc- 
tion and Thrift” campaign, is con- 
ceded by every Canadian who has 
taken stock of his country’s re- 
sources, High prices of our natural 
products are desirable, but they 
have a bad effect if care is not taken 
by producers when selling, If a 
farmer, influenced by the prevailing 
market-quotations, clears off all his 
stock, he is not enriching himself nor 
his country. Rather is he making 
both himself and the Dominion 
poorer. It has been observed by those 
familiar with cattle conditions that 
many of the farmers are selling off 
animals that would be very useful for 
breeding purposes. These go straight 
to the butcher, and as meat products 
their value is limited, but as breeding 
Pele their value would be unlim- 
ited, 

Statistics which have been collect- 
ed show that Canada had 2,600,000 
milch cows in 1915, and has 63,000 
less now; that against 3,400,000 cattle 
a year ago we have 3,815,000; that of 
2,038,000 sheep in 1915 we have 1,965,- 
000 now, and_ of 3,111,000 swine in 


These are serious decreases and 


|we have not seen the end of them. 


If Western Canadians are to enjoy 
all the prosperity they are entitled to, 
be conservative in their 
live stock sales. 

Of course, with feed commanding 
high prices and live stock not in- 


| creasing commensurately in price, the 
|farmers may be tempted to let their 


cattle, sheep and swine go, but ex- 


| perience will show that this will be

THE EXPRESS, EMPRESS 
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ANSWER OF BRITISH EMPIRE TO 
-ENEMY’S BID FOR WORLD POWER 


AN ARABIAN NIGHT OF SURPRISE AND MYSTERY 


If England Lost Half Her Fleet To-Morrow, She Would Still 
Have as Large a Fleet as That With Which She 
Began the War 


Today I heard the unending rattle 
end roar of the machine guns that are 
defeating Germany; but there were 
mo bullets apparent, and no casual- 
ties. It was the sound of the pneu- 
matic riveting hammers, ringing upon 
a hundred ships in the forest-like 
yards of the Clyde. The\scene from 
the deck of our launch, as we glided 
from dock to dock and from reach to 
gleaming reach of the smoke-wreath- 
ed river, was one of epic grandeur. 

Here, like the ribs of an unimagin- 
ably huge leviathan, lay the shipway 
in which the Lusitania was born, and, 
all around it, were the stark Spartan 
cradles of her avengers. Mile after 
mile they stretched like a skeleton 
forest. Men moved like ants among 
their naked boughs. Dark bulks, em- 
bryo battleships, grew and took shape 
below them, among those gigantic 
wooden ribs. The hammers rattled 
and roared in a deafening crescendo 
that drowned all speech. They rang 
and palpitated and boomed together 
through all the smoky day from dawn 
to sunset; and through all the furn- 
aced night, from sunset to dawn, 

Here at last I heard the answer of 
the British Empire to Germany — in 
that unceasing sound as of rapid-firing 

uns. Here were hammers engaged 
n something too mighty to bE any- 
thing less than conclusive. If Eng- 
land slow at the up-take? Yes—but 
the reason was evident here. The 
driving power behind all those poun- 
ding hammers and revolving wheels 
and swinging cranes was the whole 
united power of the British Empire 
from India to Africa, and from Can- 
ada to New Zealand. No power on 
earth could stop it now. There was 
planetary movement 
behind the process which meant sim- 
ply one thing—the defeat of Ger- 
many. 

England lost eight destroyers in 
the Jutland battle. I saw a ship- 

ard whence, in that same week, they 

ad launched 15 new destroyers. And, 
what is more, I saw brood after brood 
of ships, in yard after yard, ready to 
follow. 

If England lost control of the sea 
she would starve in six weeks, And 
she is taking no risks—none at all, If 
she lost half her fleet tomorrow, she 
would have as large a fleet as that 
with which she began the war, and 
more, many more ships to follow. 
There never was building like this in 
the history of the world, ‘ 

saw nearing completion, in this 
one cradle of ships a fleet of destroy- 
ers, a flcet of submarines, a flect of 
battle-cruisers, that in themselves 
would have constituted a fofmidable 
navy for any country. Here, too, 
were certain “mystery ships"; ships 
of a new type, round which special 
screens had been built to guard them 
from too inquisitive eyes, And if 
imere size be a quality of the “colos- 
sal,” I saw several submarines larger 
than any hitherto built, and battle 
cruisers that would outstrip any ship 
in the world, and were considerably 
larger than any battleships in exist- 
ence, 

In a dozen mile-wide workshops 
surrounding the shipyards, I saw 
thousands of workers, men and wo- 


men, wrestling in a veritable fire of 
devotion with a thousand labors o: 
Hercules, The newspapers have talk- 
ed much of the labor troubles on the 
Clyde, for the simple reason that one 
man in a city who throws his chair 
through a restaurant window will be 
more widely advertised by the press 
than the three million who merely 
use their chairs in the ordinary way. 
But I happened to visit the Clyde at 
the time of the brief annual holiday 
which tHe workers had been asked to 
forego; and I saw for myself how 
they were refuting the libel upon 
them, All these thousands were 
working and sweating as if their lives 
depended on the achievement of each 
minute, 

And let nobody think that the ab- 
andonment of their brief holiday was 
a small sacrifice on the part of these 
“sheltered” workers. Nobody who 
has been through those grinding 
workships will ever again think that. 
In the munition works, a short dis- 
tance away, hundreds of women were 
heaving great shells into the shaping 
machines, or drawing red-hot copper 
bands from furnaces; and there was a 
steady fervor about their work, hour 
after hour, that seemed as if it would 
exhaust any human energy. They 
seemed to ijavish all the passions of 
motherhood upon _ their work; for 
this gleaming brood of shells, rank 
after rank, had indeed been brought 
forth. to shield a dearer brood of 
flesh and blood, “Mothers of the 
Army,” was the thought that came to 
one’s mind, though they were of all 
ages. An army of little mothers, in 
the Peter Pan sense—but the shells 
were their terrible brood also, 


And not only shells, but many 
strange broods I saw, in many 
strange houses round and about the 
Clyde. I spoke of “rhystery ships” 
in a former article; but here were 
“mystery” factories. All England is 
an Arabian Night of surprises and 
mysteries now, for those who have 
eyes in their heads. Look well at that 
grave old city mansion; for there are 
all the quiet exits and entrances of a 
drama such as Shakespeare never 
knew. When a government official 
begins telling you the “Tale of the 
Man with the White Chrysanthe- 
mum”—as happened to myself—he is 
only relating one of the incidents of 
the blockade, not a magazine story. 


There is neither dawn nor sunset, 
week-day nor Sabbath on the’ Clyde 
now, till victory comes, 

On my return journey down the 
Clyde I saw one very significant thing 
—a quite unadvertised result of the 
Jutland battle. For two years pre- 
viously work upon merchant ships 
had almost been abandoned, All the 
energies of the shipwrights were con- 
centrated upon the navy. Since the 
Jutland battle, however, work had 
been resumed on merchant ships, 
The hammers were rattling on the 
sides of a dozen great liners, Cargo 
boats of all kinds were keeping hun- 
dreds ‘of men busy; and, unless my 
eyes greviously deceived me, the 
trans-Atlantic service would soon be 
considerably improved.—By Alfred 
Noyes.

High Prices Due 
To War Conditions 


Increases in Britain Not Due to 
Rings and Combines 


Reporting on the results of a Gov- 
ernmental investigation into the high 
cost of living problems in Great Bri- 
tain, Canada’s Trade Commissioner 
at London, Mr. Harrison Watson, 
outlines the findings and recommen- 
dations of the Committee of Econ- 
omic Authorities appointed last June. 
The committee, in an interim report 
recently issued, finds that war con- 
ditions make high prices inevitable, 
and that these high prices are not due 
in the United Kingdom to the exist- 
ence of rings, combines or other 
forms of price manipulation. 

It is found that food prices have 
risen during the war by an average 
of sixty-five per cent, Bread has gone 
up by fifty-four per cent.; sugar, one 
hundred and sixty-three per cent.; 
milk, thirty-five per cent; eggs, 
cighty-two per cent.; potatoes, fifty- 
hundred and sixty-three per cent.; 
cheese, forty-six per cent. Clothing 
prices have also advanced from fifty 
to ninety per cent, e 

On the other hand, there has also 
been a big advance in the earnings 
of munition and factory workers, It 
is estimated that the war bonuses 
and increases in normal rates of 
wages granted to work people of the 
manual labor classes have affected 
5,800,000 work people to the extent 
of $7,500,000 per week. 

Among the recommendations of 
the committee are the following: 

Further efforts should be made to 
hasten, as far as is compatible with 
naval needs, the construction of mer- 
cantile shipping, especially that re- 
quired for the conveying of refriger- 
ated meats. 

Upon considering whether the 
withdrawal of the embargo on the 
importation of live cattle from Can- 
ada would relieve the situation, there 
seems to be no considerable supply 
available, even if the scarcity of ship- 
ping did not make the importation of 
uve as against dead meat uneconomi- 
cal, 

In disposing of meat which it pur- 
chases for civilian consumption, the 
Government should impose condi- 
tions on retailers as well as upon 
wholesale sellers. 

Persons who are not engaged in 


severe manual labor should voluntar- |; 


ily abstain from the consumption of 
butchers’ meat on one day of each 
week, 

Local authorities should be em- 
powered to open municipal shops for 
the sale of milk, meat, bacon and 
other necessary foodstuffs where re- 
tailers are combining to secure ex- 
cessive profits. 


To Prevent Fraud 


Illegal Wearing of a Uniform Is Now 
Severely Punishable 


As a result of the abuse which has 
grown up since the war in connec- 
tion with the wearing of military and 
naval uniforms, medals, and the like 
by those who are not entitled to do 
so, the Dominion Government has 
taken action to prevent a recurrence 
of this in the future. Regulations 
have been enacted under the author- 
tity of the War Measures Act, which 
prohibit the unauthorized wearing 
of uniforms, medals, etc., under pain 
of penalties provided, The order-in- 
council passed is as follows: 

Whereas during the period’ of the 
present war there has grown up a 
practice which tends to bring the 
military and naval services into dis- 
repute, to discourage recruiting, to 
weaken discipline and facilitate the 
commission of frauds, the practice, 
namely, of the wearing of military 
and naval uniforms and decorations 
and medals by persons not author- 
ized or entitled to wear them, there- 
fore if any unauthorized person wears 
any naval or military uniform or any 
uniform so nearly resembling any 
such uniform as to be calculated to 
deceive, or if any person without 
lawful authority supplies a naval or 
military uniform to any person not 
being a member of, his Majesty’s 
forces or of the Canadian militia or 
if any person without authority or 
right wears a naval or military decor- 
ation or medal he is guilty of an of- 
fence under the Criminal Code and 
on summary conviction is liable to a 
penalty not exceeding $50 and in de- 
fault of payment is liable to impris- 
onment for a term not exceeding 
three months,

_ When a submarine is sighted she 
is challenged, and upon the reply de- 
pends future action. Very often a 
‘U’ boat displays the British flag, but 
the subterfuge is discovered when the 
challenge comes, and then — given 
anything like equality — the result 
is one less of these pirates, who most- 
ly shirk an encounter unless they are 
cornered and have no choice. 

I am convinced that if every 
merchant vessel would strictly ad- 
here to the fairway the Admiralty 
have provided, few vessels would 
either be mined or attackd. Per- 
sonal experience of the safeguards 
provided assures me that in the ma- 
jority of instances where vessels 
have been lost there has been what 
the lawyers call “culpable neglig- 
ence,

I can understand men who con- 
scientiously object to all war. I can 
understand men who say that you 
will never redeem humanity except 
by passive endurance of every evil.

But what I cannot under- 
stand, what I cannot appreciate, and

Wares Formerly Supplied Exclusively 
By Germany Now Being Ob- 
tained Elsewhere 


Essential wares formerly supplied 
exclusively by Germany are now 
being made elsewhere, and when the 
war is over Germany will find her 
former markets pre-empted, Thus 
laboratory procelain, which was for- 
merly obtained from the Imperial 
factory at Charlottenburg, is now 
being made by the Royal Doulten. 
works at Lambeth. Crucibles, evap- 
orating dishes, filtering funnels, a 
variety of special vessels used for 
mineralogical and assaying purposes, 
and known only by the names of their 
German inventors, and other articles 
of hard porcelain suited to laboratory 
work, have been manufactured; and 
according to reports from chemists 
and analysts who have used them 
they are equal, if not actually super- 
ior to the ware produced by the Im- 
perial factory at Charlottenburg. 
They are supplied at prices practic- 
ally identical with those of the Ger- 
man articles before the war.

New Homestead Regulations Will 
Help to Segregate Settlement

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POSITION OF THE FRENCH PREMIER 
ON SUBJECT OF PREMATURE PEACE 


PERMANENT PEACE ONLY AFTER ALLIED VICTORY 


A Peace At Any Price Member of the French Parliament 
Rebuked by Premier Briand, who Enunciates.the Determined 
Stand France has Taken for Freedom 


The stop-the-war party in thel 
French Parliament consists of ex- 
actly three members of the Chamber 
of Deputies. These are three gentle- 
men who lately went to Kienthal, in 
Switzerland, to meet German Social- 
ists. One of these members, M. Bri- 
zon, has just given M. Briand an op- 
portunity for making the finest ex- 
tempore speech he has ever delivered 
in the chamber, The stop-the-war 
member asked why France _ should 
continue to spill her blood when she 
could negotiate peace. This brought 
M. Briand to the tribune at once, He 
said: . 

M. Brizon, look at the country, and 
you will see that France did not make 
this ghastly war of her own free will. 
After over forty years of peace, 
which she preserved under most try- 
ing and, I may say, sometimes tragic 
circumstances, she was one day sud- 
denly attacked. This war was forced 
upon her, your country, M. Brizon, I 
think France does stand for gome- 
thing in mankind and in the ideas of 
mankind. Your country has a great 
past, and this country whence some 
of the most generous ideas of the 
civilized world have radiated, is sud- 
denly clutched at the throat in a bru- 
tal and most unjustifiable aggression. 

For two years your country, M. 
Brizon, has had the honor of being 
the champions of right, has kept back 
the invader, and has taken arms in 
the cause of all humanity, and now 
when this country’s blood has been 
poured in French fields you come and 
say “Let us negotiate peace!” What 
an outrage would not this be upon 
the memory of our heroes who have 
fallen for their country! (Great ap- 
plause, many members standing.) 
Your country, M. Brizon, is invaded. 
Ten of its departments are under the 
enemy’s heel, crimes have been com- 
mitted against our population, wo- 
men and girls have been abducted, 
and this is the moment you choose 
for saying “Let us negotiate, let us 
ask for peace.” (Renewed applause.) 
You little know French pride if you 
think that France would save her 
money and even the blood of her 
sons at the price of such humiliating 
conditions, 

What sort of peace do you think 
you want for this France? You do 
not know Germany, M. Brizon. A 
premature peace would mean a wgr- 
like ‘peace, and Germany’s mystic in- 
fatuation would prompt her to try 
again tomorrow the onslaught upon 
us in which she has failed today. Is 
that the future you want for your 
country? France has bled for noble 
ideas, the wreath of glory already 
glows on her brow, and this, when 
peace comes, will give her fresh en-

ergy for work. If you want a world's 
peace, if you want justice and free- 
dom to t umph, pray for your coun- 
try’s victory, M. Brizon; never try to 
persuade your fellow-countrymen 
that peace can be obtained today. 
That sort of peace would be humili- 
ating and dishonorable, Not one 
Frenchman can wish for such a peace,

Remarkable Success Attained By 
Good Farming Methods 


To. the loud tooting of an engine 


to break the reputed world’s record 
for a high wheat yield obtained from 
1,000 acres, was drawn away behind 
a prize team of pure-bred Clydesdales 
on the farm of C, S. Noble, of Noble- 
ford, Alberta, on October 25th, Be- 
hind it followed a long automobile 
procession of the Lethbridge Board 
of Trade, ; 

That load completed 52,210 bushels 
of wheat from 1,000 acres. There 
were still some 3,000 bushels left un- 
threshed on the field. The actual to- 
tal yield obtained, by elevator weight, 


from any other claimant to this re- 
cord, Mr. Noble is apparently secure | 
in its possession, 

Fifty-three men, seventy-cight 
horses, two separators and two sheaf- | 


loaders were involved in the work. | 
| Threshing began on September 19th, 
but was ineterrupted at different 
times by weathet and other causes. 
Up to eleven o'clock the previous 
morning, 874 acres had been threshed 
with an average yield of 52 bushels 
and 58 pounds per acre. The whole 
outfit was running before daybreak 
the next day in a frantic effort to get 
jthe remaining 126 acres finished, The 
sheaf-loaders, following each row of 
sheaves, and loading by means of an 
endless band on to an inclined plane 
into a wagon at the rate of from 40 
to 50 acres per day, were feeding the 
separators without a pause. The 
{separators were steadily grinding out 
their 250 or more bushels per hour. 
Sixty-four cars of grain had already 
been shipped from Mr, Noble’s own 
elevator, 

It was seen that the last field was 
running high. As‘\a matter of fact, 
if it had only averaged 39 bushels per 
acre, it would have sufficed to equal 
the world’s alleged record, but it ac- 
tually went close to 64 bushels per

Keeping Out Pro-German Publica- 
tions Under War Measures 
Act 


The suppression of Pearson’s Mag- 
azine from circulation in Canada will 
likely be followed by similar action 
regarding certain well-known daily 
and magazine publications in the 
United States which are ‘sold broad- 
cast throughout the Dominion, The 
matter is now under consideration, 

Almost since the war started, a 
number of American papers with a 
highly developed sensational streak, 
and rapidly pro-German in the tone 
of their articles, have been circulat- 
ing in Canada, causing an offence to 
the patriotic public. Time has not 
diminished their bitterness towards 
the Allted cause. 

Numerous German or Austrian 
weeklies have meanwhile been ban- 


ned, but Pearson's Magazine is the 
first American publication of any 
prominence to be shut out. More 


rigid application of the ban to pub- 
lications of much prominence is 
now being considered at Ottawa un- 
der the authority of the War Meas- 
ures Act,

Demand for Eggs 


Egg Demand Is Still Growing in the 
Dominion 


According to a statement issued by 
the department of agriculture, at no 
time in the history of the Dominion 
has the necessity for increased pra- 
duction of eggs and poultry been 
more apparent than at the present 
time, The demand is unprecedented, 
This is true whether for export or for 
home consumption. Consumers gen- 
erally and even producers themselves 
are eating more and more eggs. The 
average per capita consumption of 
eggs in Canada this year will be 
greater than ever before, 

The market for eggs and poultry 
is very active. Prices to producers 
are extremely high and even at 
these prices trading is increasingly 
active all over the country. The 
prospects for a continued demand are 
very bright. The country is said to 
be facing a shortage, not only of cur- 
rent receipts, but of Canadian stor- 
age stocks as well. So great has been 
the export demand that we shall be 
obliged to import to meet our own 
requirements. 

Between seven and cight million 
dozen Canadian eggs were exported 
to Great Britain last year, and as an 
indication of what is going forward 
this year nearly one million dozen 
were shipped during the first week of 
October,

“The crop situation on this con- 
tinent shows no material change in 
conditions from those of a week ago. 
The situation of fall sown grain 
shows steady growth where already 
in the ground, Still, there are parts 
where much intended seeding is de- 
layed for more safety against ravages 
of insects that are causing damage 
more or less in all seasons. A wider 
acreage is devoted to wheat seceding 
than that of the last season. 

For spring grain much plowing is 
done and the weather is proving fav- 
orable toward future preparation be- 
fore the setting in of real winter. The 
situation is satisfactory, but it is well 
to bear in mind that such early start- 
ing is possible to be changed by un- 
favorable weather or other causes of 
injury not now apprehended. ‘In the 
spring wheat states, sentiment is that 
there will also bea broadening of land 
to be appropriated for wheat grow- 
ing in the new season, Very much 
plowing has been done and the wea- 
ther yet promises that an unusual 
breadth is to be devoted to the wheat 
crop in the new year. It is not only 
possible, but very probable that con- 
ditions must longer remain favorable 
before the ensuing crop may have a 
depreciating effect upon current val- 
ues, 

In the southern hemisphere, the 
promise of the crop to be harvested 
is of low yield in nearly all countries, 
and in some of them the situation is 
extremely bad. Rains are occasionally 
reported in parts of the Argentine, 
but when well understood their im- 
proving effect appears to afford very 
little sentiment as to their worth 
upon the growing crops. That the 
world is short in its supplies is very 
well understood, Talk of an embargo 
is current on the export of grain in 
some important surplus countries, 

Australia does not appear to have 
the quantity of surplus wheat that had 
been estimated. . Complaints are to 
hand of too much dryness for broad 
seeding in India. Cold and wet wea- 
ther interrupts seeding in France, and 
another unsuccessful crop year is ap- 
prehended. In fact, no important 
country in Europe’ sends out tidings 
of real hope to be guaranteed to any 
extent upon that continent. | Of 
course, it is yet early and many chan- 
ges may arise, but none of definite 
character are yet spreading. When 
all is said, the most hopeful outlook 
at this time is in North America. It 
is too early, however, to entertain ex- 

ectation of the large crop needed to 

ring up a surplus for another year 
that will materially disturb the high 
prices now at hand for this,”

Farmers Are Prosperous 


W. P. Hinton Looks for Large Influx 
From U.S. After the War . 


“All indications show that the vol- 
ume of immigration into Canada 
from the United States at the close 
of the war will be remarkably large,” 
said Mr, W. P. Hinton, traffic mana- 
ger of the Grand Trunk Pacific Rail- 
way, in an interview. 

Mr. Hinton reports a very gratify- 
ing. movement of settlers into Wes- 
tern Canada during the past ummer. 
These settlers have been possessed of 
considerable means and good ecquip- 
ment, They were doubtless attracted 
by the lower prices of farm lands, 
which generally prevailed, and by the 
certainty that even if one crop can be 
secured, equal to the general yield of 
last year, the entire purchase price of 
the land will be regained. ; 

“Western Canada,” said Mr. Hin- 
ton, “is on the eve of tremendous de- 
velopment and prosperity. Splendid 
prices have been obtained for the 
grain. 

“The country. districts, at no time 
within the past year, have been able 
to secure -their fall supplies, as it 
seems quite impossible for eastern 
manufacturers to keep the demand 
supplied promptly. Farmers are ex- 
ceedingly prosperous; their purchas- 
ing power was never so great, and 
perhaps a striking’ illustration of this 
fact is that approximately $2,000,000 
more than any other year has been 
expended by the rural population in 
the purchases of automobiles, In fact 
the aut6mobile seems to have become 
a farm necessity, and even if we are 
disposed to consider it an extrava- 
gance it certainly adds to the joy of 
living in the agricultural districts of 
Canada. 

“If we had our 150,000 men we 
have. sent to the front with us again, 
it would take some speeding up of 
eastern manufacturers to furnish even 
the necessaries of life in the West.”
